OVER §27,000,000 IS AVAILABLE 


FOR ROAD WORK; SAYS HIRST 


Highway Commissioner Urges Economic Expenditure 


of Funds at Joint Meeting of 


Legislature 


"Over twenty-seven million 
dol- 


lars will be available for state and 
county highway construction for the 
year of 1921," said A. E. Hirst. State 
Highway Commissioner, in address- 
ing a joint meeting of the two houses 
of the legislature Wedneday even- 
ing. 


"Of this amount it is not probable 


that over seventeen million will be 
spent,leaving ten 
million 
dollars 


now available, over for the second 
year. Inteed, it is probable that the 
total amount now available will not 
be spent before the end of 
two 


years 


"Therefore the taxation 
feature 


should be fairly susceptible of set- 
tlement. - It should ^be possible to 
reduce state, county, and local high- 
way taxes for 
expenditure 
-under 


state and county forces without any 
impairment to all reasonable and 
possible' speed in construction and 
with a consequent reduction in the 
state and county taxes for highway 
purposes in the spring of 1922., ' 


"In my opinion the 
state and 


counties should tighten their belts 
and pet their construction 
funds 


well in hand, but at the same time 
they should make the most adequate 
provision that these funds be prop- 
erly1 and economically; expended. It 
is pro-bible that 5% of the total ex- 
penditures would enable th« states 
and the counties to create supervi- 
sion organization adequate for every 
purpose. I am convinced with such 
an organization, we could get 
at 


least 15% .saving in .better and 
cheaper construction. 


"As to specific recommendations, 


I think the matter is plain, upon its 
face, that the state and the ^counties 
met temporarily restrict their high- 
way appropriations and thus lessen 
hicfcway taxation until their con- 
struction forces have more nearly 
expended the money which has been 
made available. I-believe that this 
year, in the interest of the unem- 
ployed, that as much money should 
be expended in Wisconsin for high- 
ways as can be properly and eco- 


nomically expended. 
Our reserve 


funds are large; we need the roads. 
Our people from present indications 
will need the employment. The an- 
swer seems to be plain, that road 
construction should proceed as far 
and as fast in 1921 as 
adequate 


means can be found for securing eco- 
nomic results from the money ex- 
pended."

The New Department Of Markets 


Will Deal With Consumers' Interests as Well as Producers 


and Will Encourage Co-operative Buying Associations. 


'TpHE lively interest shown by the legislative labor conference 
1 
in the bill creating a DEPARTMENT OF MARKETS, in 


place of the division of markets, indicates the broader scope of 
the new department. It,will deal with problems from the stand- 
point of the CONSUMERS as well as the PRODUCERS. 


The bill authorizes the department to assist in the organ- 


ization of public markets, to prescribe systems of accounting for 
them, and to require reports of their financial condition. 


It empowers the department to establish standards for the 


grades of food products and farm products, and for receptacles 
or containers for th,em, arid to prescribe regulations governing 
the true labeling of all products. No person will be allowed to 
market a product which is below the established grade unless he 
marks it accordingly. 


Another important section of the bill enables the depart- 


ment to adopt state brands for Wisconsin products. 


Unfair practices and unfair methods of competition are 


prohibited. Persons are given the right to bring suits and re- 
cover double damages for losses suffered due to any violation ^>f 
nn order under the unfair practices seclion. 


To promote and make possible lower prices for food prod- 


ucts, the law contains provisions under which needless waste 
may be eliminated, and needless cost eliminated in the D1STRI- 
HUTION OF PRODUCTS, as for instance in the distribution of 
milk to consumers. 
> 


The new bill repeals entirely the existing division of mar- 


kets law. and places the new department of markets on an inde- 
pendent basis, separated from the department of agriculture. 
The department will be in charge of a single commissioner, ap- 
pointed by the governor and confirmed by the senate. The old 
.'aw provided for an advisory board, consisting of the secretary 


• i' state, attorney-general and commissioner of agriculture. 
No 


similar board is provided in the new bill. But there is author-1 
i/ed the appointment (of an attorney who will give all his time 
(o service of the department. 


Certain employes, and all records and property of the di- 


> ision of markets are transferred to the department'of markets, 
and all orders and regulations, of the division of markets are con- 
!!rnied. 


The new department is authorized to obtain and furnish 


market and trade information in regard to prices, profits, costs, 
Mipplies. demand, storage, available markets for products, econ- 
omy and efficiency in distribution, and lists of persons engaged 
ir. production or distribution. 


The new law gives attention to co-operative purchasing as- 


sociations as well as co-operative selling associations. The de- 
partment mil assist in the organization of such associations, pre- 
scribe uniform systems of accounting for them, may demand re- 
ports showing their financial condition and may investigate 
their management and order the discontinuance of unfair or 
wasteful acts. 


The new law has teeth in it. Penalties are provided for vio- 


lations of the law, and ample powers are conferred upon the of- 
ficials of the department to enforce all provisions of the law, 
and of aH special statutes relating to trade. The department 
may issue subpoenas, require sworn or unsworn written reports, 
or answers to specific questions. 
It may have access to the 


books or other documents of any person or firm engaged i 
business. 


The bill marks a long and progressive step in providin 


means to correct evils and abuses from which farmers and con 
sumers have alike suffered.
